campaign Wheeler said he would 
formally make the challenge. 


"I shall challenge him to pub- 


lic debate," Wheeler declared. "I 
shall challenge him to take the 
stump so that the people may 
learn from him personally his 
attitude on the scandals " 


Wheeler said he would charge 


the president and other adminis- 
tration officials 
"with 
obstruct- 


ing the uncovering of corruption 
in government as revealed by the 
senate inquiries." 


The candidacy 
of 
John 
W 


Davis, Democrat nominee, is "un- 
alarmmg to progressives," Wheel- 
er said 


"We are not worrying one bit 


about Davis," said Wheeler. "His 
candidacy can be dismissed -with 
a word or two 
I think he will 


run 
third 
in 
the 
presidential 


race " 


Wheeler's statement today was 


the first definite indication of the 
line of attack of the independent 
candidates. 


Wheeler made no secret to the 


fact that prgressives regard the 
defeat of President Coohdge as 
essential to a victory for them 
That is why, Wheeler said, LaFol- 
lette managers have ordered the 
heaviest artillery of the progres- 
sives into the territory from which 
Coohdge is expected to draw his 
chief strength, New England, the 
Middle West, and the Far West. 


After Boston, Wheeler will go 


into New Hampshire, Maine, Con- 
necticut, Rhode sland, Northern 
New York, Pennsylvania and Nt 
Jersey 
He will attempt to make 


from four to five speeches a day 
on his trip 


From Pennsylvania, the plans 


call for Wheeler to head directly 
to Montana, where, about the 
third week 
in 
September, 
his 


trial is expected to be called up. 
He will make several speeches en 
route on this western tour. 


Wheeler 
plans 
to 
campaign 


along the Pacific Coast after the 
trial, returning to the 
agricul- 


tural middle west just before elec- 
tion 


On his trips, Wheeler will be 


accompanied by his wife, who will 
address women supporters of the 
Independent ticket. 


With his running mate on the 


road, Senator LaFollette said he 
would remain in Washington un- 
til next month before making a 
swing about through 10 of the 
largest industrial centers in the 
nvddle west 
LaFollette's first 


speech will be over the radio from 
here on Labor Day afternoon.

delivered next Monday at a Labor 
Day celebration in Wheeling, W. 
Va 
He also complied data for 


use in preparing an agricultural 
speech to be made at Omaha, on 
September 6. 


Tha Omaha speech will mark 


the nominee's first big bid for the 
farmer vote. In it, he will prom- 
ise a definite program of legisla- 
tive and administrative relief for 
the agricultural West. 
Among 


the proposals to be incorporated 
in the address, it was said, will be 
pledges of lower tariff rates 
on 


articles bought by the farmer, re- 
duced freight rates, active gov- 
ernment aid for co-operative mar- 
keting, creating a federal agency 
for the dissimination of crop news 
and adoption of a foreign policy 
intended to revive European mar- 
kets. 


The final touch 
will aot be 


given this speech, however, until 
Davis has sot in communication 
with Charles W. Bryan, his run- 
ning mate. The nominee, it was 
said, is anxious to get the Ne- 
braska governor's views on relief 
measures needed by the western 
farmer. 


The nominee, Incidentally will 


visit Bryan at Lincoln, Nebraska, 
on Sunday, Sept. 7, to map out a 
campaign throughout the 
wheat 


and corn belts. 


Dav;s will return to New York 


tomorrow to make arrangements 
for his western 
trip. He 
will 


leave New York, 
Sunday, 
for 


Wheeling, going on to Chicago, 
Monday ngiht 


The nominee's itinerary has not 


yet been completed. The only en- 
gagements definitely fixed are at 
Omaha, Lincoln and a speaking 
date at Denver on Sept. 11. Other 
engagements will be closed be- 
fore the end of this week. 


On his return from 
Denver, 


Davis probably will invade New 
England in an effort to carry sev- 
eral of President Coolidge's home 
states. The candidate has tenta- 
tively promised his New England 
managers to speak in Maine, New 
Hampshire, Massachusetts 
and

merely testified to the letters, de- 
manding $10,000 for the return 
of his son, identified various ex- 
hibits and answered the purely 
formal 
questions 
necessary 
to 


complete the state's case.

How many 
boys of IS now lie under the pop- 
pies in Flanders field?" 


If Judge Caverly accepts Clar- 


ence Darrow's contention, that no 
one should be hanged, and partic- 
ularly no one under the age of 24, 
Crowe asked how crime is to be 
checked, how punishment is to he 
meted out—if age is to be a de- 
fense in a case of first degree mur- 
der. 


He called attention to the fact 


that the laws of Illinois fix the

in the finest reproductions. 


Mostly Show Still Life. 


Because of the essentially deco- 


rative nature of plaques, it is 
mostly figure or still life pictures 
that are reproduced on them. This 
is because in pictures of this kind 
the interest is alwpys In the Imme- 
diate foreground. 
A landscape, if 


copied on a plaque, is always one 
that has columnar trees decoratlve- 
ly arranged, or bits of architecture, 
the lines of which form an Interest- 
ing design. Because of the flat na- 
ture of the plaque pictures that are 
designed with the Idea of showing 
distance are not reproduced. Their 
use would be an incongruity. 


.Some of the plaques 
showing 


Renaissance pictures are bordered 
with Gothic or old Romanesque de- 
signs. These are particularly ap- 
propriate with Italian or Renais- 
sance furniture. Their bright c-vor- 
ing, too, is a pleasant contrast to 
the dark woods of this style of 
furniture. 


Very pleasing are the Sower 


studies. They make excellent sub- 
jects to carry out the decorative 
mission of the plaque and can be 
used anywhere in the home that 
the flower picture Is used.

This Important Feature Is Well Worth the Most 


Careful Attention. 


The beauty and decorative value 


of many a picture is not only 
greatly enhanced by the mat which 
surrounds it and heightens its ef- 
fec:: but often a good picture 
which is 
insignificant 
in 
effect 


co:r.cs into its own as an important 
parr of the room adornment when 
properly matted and framed. 


The most obvious example of the 


effect of a mat on a picture is seen 
in the framing of a fine French 
color print, or a Holbein engraving 
portrait, the mat of which is often 
delicately lined, along the inner 
ed/e. with black hair linos and a 
stripe of soft gold. Formal flower 
pieces have been framed with a 
bls^k glass mat, thus achieving a 
highly ornamental touch in 
the 


room. 


For an etching or e.isrravinc a 


ma: should be used, in gc-ueral as 
wi-le as the margin of the plate. 
The artist, in printing ins plate, 
hs? chosen the size of sheet which 
he feels is effective to set off the 
p!i"ure, and his rasre is to be relied 
ur-n. 
In. no case should such a 


print be framed so that the plate 
line of the print is cut off or con- 
cealed beneath mat or frame. 


Small Prints Need Mat. 


Small color prints need mats to 


bring out their significance as a 
decorative spot in the room. 
The 


beauty of many a small picture, or 
even a larger one, has been quite 
lost because it was framed without 
a r:ar to lend it a background. Mats 
s'r. r:M be of a tone to harnionlne 
with the colors in the picture. 
These shades are usually cream or 
Ivory, soft gray. buff, sometimes 


r brown, and—very carefully 


a—black. Dull gold makes an 


excellent mat for certain water 
colors, depicting the soft colors*of 
autumn. And the invisible patterns 
iu silver and gilt which are found 
in Chinese paper are 
excellent 


when mounted on mat board in 
framing Japanese prints and wood 
blocks.' 


Before- matting and framing a 


print, 
it 
should 
be 
carefully 


mounted on a piece of substantial 
card board bat-king, or on a mount- 
ing board. This prevents the print 
from wrinkling or bilking. 
Fine 


prints are attached to their mount- 
ing hoard i>y pasting thorn slightly 
at the corners. 
Published prints 


may also be mounted in this way. 
or they m:iy be carefully pasted and 
rolled on the mounting board, with 
the use of a roller to prevent 
wrinkling. 


Prints should be mounted whether 


they are to be framed with or with- 
out a margin mat. This is for the 
sake of protecting and preserving 
the picture. 
Large color prints, 


which are reproductions from oil 
paintings, should 
in general be 


framed without a mat Because they 
are in effect the srune as oil paint- 
inirs. 
The frame that is most ef- 


fective for 
such pictures is one j 


which harmonizes with the colors 
in .the picture and heightens their 
effect.

PLEADING THE CAUSE OF 


THE AMATEUR SNAPSHOT 


Its Artistic Values Often Warrant 


Enlarging and Framing. 


Kodak enlargements plead their 


own cause. The very fact that a 
kodak picture has been enlarged 
means that it has a particular ap- 
peal to the one who took it, or who 
owns it. Sometimes this appeal is 
a purely personal one—chubby lit- 
tle sonny in a torn straw hat 
among the hollyhocks; or the squlr 
rel that comes to sit on the window- 
sill begging for a nut; or "the 
crowd" in bathing suits on the sand.

KNOWLEDGE OF COLOR 


ESSENTIAL TO WOMEN 


Intelligent Decoration Depends on 


Familiarity With Few Simple 


Principles. 


The three most important colors 


are red, blue and yellow. It is most 
important that the woman who is to 
decorate her home artistically and 
intelligently know something of the 
characteristics of these colors. Like 
individuals, they have their moods 
and ways. They are pleasant under 
certain conditions and decidedly un- 
pleasant under others. 


Red Is the strongest and most ag- 


gressive and its use in decoration 
must be most conservative. It is 
warm and stimulating and should 
be used only where warmth of color 
is required. It is well known that 
red has a disquieting effect upon 
the nerves and is singularly disturb- 
ing to sensitive temperaments. This 
is not a matter of opinion but a sci- 
entific fact. It is attributed to light 
vibrations. Physicians have noted 
the prevalence of nervous disorders 
in households where red furnish- 
ings have predominated, and these 
being changed, the health of the 
family was immediately restored. 


sofa. It justifies Itself by Its use- 
fulness, however placed, and is one 
of those accessories which give 
charm and livpableness to a room. 


The end table may be simply a 


small table about the height of a 
chair arm, or it may combine the 
features of a magazine rack and in- 
clude a trough for books. 
This 


brings one's favorite volumes close 
to hand, where they may be picked 
up in brief odd moments, while a 
point in Its favor not to be over 
looked either is its decorative qual- 
ity.

Perfection in Reproduction of Color. 


In the use of red light to prevent 


pitting in small-pos the effect has 
been known to be such a strain 
upon the nervous system as to in- 
duce violent nervous reaction. Un-' 
der such circumstances persistence 
with treatment would probably have 
caused delirium. Children are par- 
ticularly affected by red. It .has 
been noted in kindergartens that 
the use of red blocks and red tables 
arouses a general irritability which 
is unknown when the quiet colors 
are used. If one Is observing, this 
interesting fact may be proven by. 
other instances. 


Blue Opposite to Red. 


The peculiarities of blue are ex- 


actly opposite to those of red. Blue 
gives a sense or space; it Is cool 
and its vibrations calm the nerves. 
It has the effect of making rooms 
appear larger while red on the other 
hand, gives exactly the opposite ef- 
fect. Blue is dignified and especial- 
ly suitable for rooms where this 
feeling is desired. 
One should be 


careful not to use too much of this 
color in any room, but always It- 
should be combined with a,warmer 
color which not only creates a more 
attractive effect in the room but 
makes the cool, chaste characteris- 
tics of the blue tone more promi- 
nent, because of the contrast with 
the warmer color. The ocean affords 
an excellent example of the various 
tones of blue which are possible,

colors to match tip to and it always 
appears

light. 
In Colonial rooms, particu- 


larly those in which white predomi- 
nates in the woodwork and other 
features, blue is especially effective. 


Yellow has the qualities of sun- 


shine. 
It is filled with Joy. It 


should not be used in its crude 
state, but when a touch of red Is 
mixed with It, it becomes richer and 
warmer. The tone of golden grain 
is more desirable than the pure ca- 
nary yellow, which is too sharp and 
clear to be used generally unless as 
a color-accent. However, when it is 
toned down into a mellow yellow It 
is one of the most popular, useful 
and effective colors, especially in 
combination with such tones as 
blue, green, orange, black, ame- 
thyst and jade green.

Same Relation to Picture as 


Hat to Dress. 


SHOULD BE APPROPRIATE 


While Attractive Itself It Must Not 


Draw Attention From the 


Picture. 


By MARGUERITE KEMP 


A picture frame bears the sam« 


relation to a picture that a woman*! 
hat bears to her costume. It must 
be handsome in itself, not se showy 
or extreme that It distracts atten- 
tion from the gown, and it must bd 
in harmony with the style and type 
of gown. The picture frame must 
have the same qualifications; it 
must be attractive In itself; it must 
not compete with the picture fog 
one's attention, and it must be ia 
harmony with the subject of th« 
picture. 


The abuse and not the use of pics 


ture-fraines Is condemned, A frame 
for the picture is as necessary aa 
the hat with the gown, but tha 
great trouble with our nation has 
been the utter lack of harmony be- 
tween subject and frame. 


As an example, we can cite the 


wide massive glided frames suri 
rounding the hideous "enlarged por- 
traits" which every family with 
any claim to respectability hung 
upon the walls of the living room 
ten years ago. The gilt frames are 
still with us, but good taste sanc- 
tions their use only on pictures 
which are magnificent In character, 
subjects portraying nobility and 
grandeur, where gilt and glitter are 
considered not only proper but 
necessary. Its use as a frame for 
the enlarged photograph of meek 
little Cousin Annie, who lived and 
died, unknown and unsung outside 
her own little circle of friends, is 
preposterous and absurd. 


Appropriate Frames. 


Simple little subjects like a de- 


mure Quaker maiden or a child 
feeding her chickens were sur- 
rounded. In earlier days, with a 
'rame be-carved and be-gllded until 
it looked like a wedding cake. A 
greater responsibility toward pic- 
ture framing has taught us that 
uch subjects should have simple, 
plain frames, In a neutral color, 
which tone in with the background 
of the picture, or the walls of the 
room—in other words, seen but not 
aeard! A print depicting a court 
seauty of the time just prior to the 
French Revolution might be used 
with such a. carved, gilded frame, ' 
for It is in keeping with the spirit 
of the times which the print repre- 
sents.
